Corte Madera city council, on an 
economy drive to keep from falling 
in debt, last night adopted a $39,600 
budget for fiscal year of 1951-52 
showing a reduction of nearly $12,- 
000 over the expenditures from the 
preceding year. 
The budget for last year totaled 
$50,540. The council did not Indi­ 
cate all the items which were re­ 
duced. 
The only item brought out in the 
brief discussion was a $6,200 allow­ 
ance for police and safety funds, 
shaving $350 from last year's fund. 
Budget was passed as Mayor 
Bruce OoeckM*,-pointing to a chart 
before him, said, ‘T recommend the 
passage of a budget for $39,600 ex­ 
penditures 
as outlined 
on 
this 
chart.” 
Councilmen accepted the budget 
unanimously. 
In o t h e r actions the group 
adopted ap agreement with the 
state which will soon make $6,600 
from gas tax funds available for 
widening and repair of Willow ave­ 
nue between Tamalpais drive and 
Baltimore avenue. 
The remainder of the repair bill, I 


which is estimated to total more 
than $9,500, will be paid from $5,550 
In gas tax funds available a t the 
next yearly quarters* end. 
In return Corte Madera will wid­ 
en Willow avenue to 30 feet and 
prohibit parking on the west side. 
An ordinance to restrict parking, 
was passed by the council earlier in 
the evening. 
A second ordinance, eitabllshlnf 
a set back line for new homes or 
modifications In first residential 
districts, was also adopted by the 
group.

THE NAVY'S NEW BOSS 
Fechteler Ready To Take 
Issue 'Debating Unit' Idea 


WASHINGTON 
The Navy’s 
new boss, a native of San Rafael, 
has been at his job only three weeks 
but he’s ready to take issue with 
the critics who say the Joint chiefs 
of staff have developed into a “de­ 
bating society." 
Admiral William M. Fechteler— 
pronounced 
PEK-tel-er—says 
the 
day may come when •‘there’ll be 
blood on the floor" from some bitter 
dispute over policy with the chiefs 
of the Army and Air Force. 
But he hasn’t run into such a 
situation yet as chief of naval op­ 
erations—^a post to which he w m ap­ 
pointed by President Truman after 
the death of Admiral Forrest Sher­ 
man. 
“In the few Joint sessions I've been 
In," Fechteler said In an interview, 
“I have been amazed at the speed 
we can dispose of things. 
"As for this 'debating society’ talk, 
rve never seen anything yet to sup­ 
port such a proposition. 
I know 
those fellows and I can talk to them 
Just as as I talk to my own people.” 
NO SERIOUS DIFFERENCES 
Fechteler said there have been no 
serious differences of opinion since 
he took over the ofllce. 
But he 
added: "What we may run into I 
don’t know. I’m not naive enough 
to think there won’t be disagree­ 
ments." 
The new Navy boss is a big, re­ 
laxed* man who gives a visitor the 
Impression he rould take care of 


himself either.in a debate or a 
brawl. 
Although he has a Prussian back­ 
ground—his father having come to 
this country from Germany as a 
boy-^there is no Prussian arrogance 
apparent in a casual meeting with 
Fechteler. 
NOT AN AIRMAN 
The admiral is not an airman 
himself, but he has some strong 
ideas on the role of Navy air in 
the future. And whether this will 
bring him into conflict with the Air 
Force remains to be seen. 
Fechteler believes that in event 
of another war, the Navy air arm 
will be more flexible and in a bet­ 
ter position to support land opera­ 
tions than in the last war, despite 
Russia’s fleet of submarines. 
One major reason for this is that 
another war, would be with the Rus­ 
sians—and Russia has no fbrmidable 
surface fleet such as the Japanese 
had in World War Two. 
"Our fast carrier task forces in 
another war would have more free­ 
dom to support the land war,” he 
said. "That’s because we will have 
more mobility and flexibility.” 
DOESN’T MEAN CHANGE 
This doesn’t mean, he says, that 
the functions of the carrier task 
forces would be changed—driving 
home the war to the enemy wher­ 
ever he might be on land or sea. 
There were times during World 
War Two, Fechteler recalls, when 


the fleet had no opposition from 
the enemy fleet in initial stages of 
a battle. At one time he command­ 
ed amphibious operations in assaults 
against New Guinea and the Philip­ 
pines. 
"At'Leyte," he said, "the carriers 
had no surface opposition initially. 
They swept the entire Philippine 
Islands and Formosa against enemy 
air and it wasn’t until after the 
main body of troops went ashore 
that any surface opposition de­ 
veloped. 


GIVING HELP 
"That required the full exercise 
of Navy air in support of the land 
operations—helping to give local su­ 
periority at the point of contact 
with the enemy.” 
Fechteler believes the Navy, gen­ 
erally, must push modernization of 
its Essex class carriers so they can 
handle modem planes. 
And the 
Navy win ask for "additional copies” 
of the super-carrier whldi is now 
under construction, he said. 
Fechteler is oonfldent the Atlantic 
and Pacific fleets are "ready for 
the test of war if it Is thrust upon 
us." 
"I don’t mean to imply we are 
perfect," he said. "No service can 
be during a time of expansion which 
means a dilution of talent and 
shortages of trained officers. 
"We 
still have much to do." 
Fechteler had command of the 
Atlantic fleet before* taking over the

Operation Early In Life Is 
Advised For Funnel Chest

There if t condition Imown m 
funnel chest, and it is more com­ 
mon than most J>eople seem to 
realise. 
This disorder, which has ite be­ 
ginning in early childhood or even 
infancy, was formerly believed to be 
due to rickets. Today, however, its 
cause is assigned to a disturbance 
of the actkm of the di^hragm , 
which is the muscular wall dividing 
the chest cavity from that of the 
abdomen. 
This faulty action of the dia­ 
phragm causes the breast bone, 
cartilages, and ribs to be pulled in­ 
ward. As the child grows, they be­ 
come permanently fixed in this 
manner. The width of the chest 
is decreased, putting presstire upon 
the heart.. The heart may even be 
pushed into an abnormal position. 
The large blood vessels and struc­ 
tures of the chest are crowded, the 
spine curved outward, and the ab­ 
domen becomes distended. 
HEART SYMPTOMS EATE' 
Heart sjrmptoma are rarely noted 
during infancy, bul may be found 
if the heart lies Just below the de­ 
pression of the breast bone. The 
symptoms usually appear during the 
end of the second or third decaSes 
of life and cannot easily be reme­ 
died at that time. 
Nearly three-fourths of the adults 
with this deformity have abnormal 
electrocardiograms (electrical trac­ 
ings of the heart beat.) The breath­ 
ing capacity may be reduced to half 
that of normal. However, some 
adults may be helped by siugery 
if it is performed before the damage 
becomes too great.

Therefore, if possible, all cases 
should be operated on before the 
infant reaches that age. At that 
time of life, the operation is rela­ 
tively simple and full3r developed 
malformations may be prevented. 
The operation usually requires only 
from ten to twenty minutes and is 
done through an Incisiom about two I 
inches In length.

It is Important for parents to be 
on the alert for this condition in 
their children, so that if present, it 
may be corrected early in order that 
no heart or psychological damage 
may occur later in life. 
QUESTIONS ANB ANSWERS

Yet, despjte the seemingly irreconcilable 
situation, city transit must go on. The people 
who must depend upon the “Muni” must be 
provided with their transportation. 
Traffic 
engineers in San Francisco, we’re told, would 
do just about anything to get the people back 
aboard the trolleys and out of their own cars 
in the downtown district. 
This situation has^ a striking parallel in 
Marin —and finding the answer, we’ll admit, 
is equally perplexing. 
' 
In recent years, more and in we commuters 
have turned to use of private cars in traveling 
to and from jobs in San Francisco. Buses of 
Pacific Greyhound Lines have carried a rela­ 
tively smaller proportion of the commuter 
load. 
The net result has been near chaotic—not 
only on Marin roads, the Waldo approach, 
the Golden Gate bridge and toll gates, but 
also contributes to the general jam in down­ 
town San Francisco. 
The answer is simple enough from an engin­ 


eering standpoint. One bus carries about 40 
passengers, or about lO^mes as many riders 
as the average automobile crossing during rush 
hours. One bus certainly takes less roadway 
space than those 10 cars. 
So it would seem possible to force passengers 
back onto the buses —thus clearing up the 
commute traffic problem to a great extent— 
by the simple expedient of raising tolls to a 
prohibitive level. But this is morally, if not 
legally, unfair; it would rebound not only to 
the benefit of the bus line which of necessity 
operates under a monopoly franchise, but also 
would be sure to cause the longest and loudest 
howls of protest ever heard hereabouts. 
So it appears likely that e\'ery time auto 
fares go lower, traffic will rise; and whenever 
traffic flow increases, the need for improved 
highways—and even another bridge —is made 
greater. 
Where is the answ’er? Frankly, W'e don’t 
know. But W’e can see the problems facing both 
the bridge directors and the state highway 
people.. 
In the meantime, Marini tes face the necessity 
of urging loudly—that the state use some of 
its gasoline tax funds to build through the 
county a safe and free-flowing tiaffic artery 
similar to the multi-million dollar projects on 
the Peninsula and the East Bay. 
» 
And it is time, too, for Greyhound officials 
to consider seriously the need for making 
their service more attractive—and less expensive 
—to the commuters‘in Marin. They will be 
doing themselves a service, and they will help 
the traffic engineers as they pore over maps 
ar*^ charts and wonder what to do about their 
Marin problems.

WASHINGTON—The best proof 
of the terror inspired 'among cer­ 
tain groups of politicians by the 
mere name of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, is the simple fact that 
a flood of poison pen literature 
about the General is already pour­ 
ing out. Occasionblly it Is useful 
to know the way the political sew­ 
ers are flowing, and in this case 
it is particularly instructive. 
A fair sample of the stuff being 
circulated is a pamphlet called the 
“Williams 
Intelligence 
Survey.” 
published In Santa Ana, Gal., by 
a character who bills himself as 
“news analyst, lecturer, former 
counter-intelligence officer.” Wil­ 
liams strikes his two keynotes In 
his first paragraphs, describing 
Eisenhower as a “carouser with 
Zhukov and other high Soviet 
criminals,” and “the man most 
wanted by the Zionists to head the 
government.” 


FROM THIS START, the reader 
Is plunged into a strange anti- 
semitic nightmare dominated by 
the figure of Eisenhower himself, 
the “Zionist candidate.” the “red 
caterer,” the ex-president of Co­ 
lumbia University. (“As you know,** 
Williams remarks confidentially to 
his readers, “Columbia is In New 
York City, and virtually a ghetto 
institution, an incubator of pros­ 
elytes and international Jewish 
revolutionaries.”) 
According 
to 
Williams, Eisenhower is guilty of 
innumerable misdeeds, r a n g i n g 
from plotting to become a military 
dictator, to insinuating a left- 
wing Polish professor into the 
Columbia faculty. 
“Is Elsenhower Jewish?” Wil­ 
liams at last asks himself. He an­ 
swers with a qualified negative. 
But he adds sternly that we “dare 
not forgive the arch-criminals and 
morons of our own race, merely be­ 
cause they are led by the nose or 
bribed or driven.” 


•WILLIAMS’ PAMPHLET is a 
fair sample of the cruder style of 
this special literature. But perhaps 
there is even more significance in 
the style that wears a thin cloak 
of normality (indicated by avoid­ 
ance of outspoken anti-Semitism), 
which is best represented by the 
1961 “report” of a public group 
known as the Partisan Republicans 
of California. This curious mani­ 
festo lists Eisenhower, Gov. Earl 
Warren of California, and former 
Gov. Harold Stassen as the “three 
principal 
prospects 
which 
the 
Communists and New Dealers are 
trying to Impose on the Republl- 
ean ticket.” It names Mrs. VYank- 
Un D. Roosevelt and the Commun­ 
ist party as leading Eisenhower 
backers for the Republican nomi­ 
nation. It rehearses several of the 
Williams’ charges—the Polish pro­ 
fessor, hob-nobbing with Zhukov, 
etc. It accuses Elsenhower of com­ 
plicity in a “Soviet” plot to send 
American troops to Europe, which 
certa^y puts Soviet foreign policy 
in an unfamiliar light and it 
reaches its low in the statement: 
“Only God knows how many

hundreds of thousands of men, 
women and children were tortured 
and murdered by the Soviet erini- 
inals because of (Eisenhower’s) ac­ 
tions. The blood of these innocent 
victims justified Eisenhower’s dec­ 
oration by the Soviets.” 


THE REASON WÉY it is now 
prudent to have this look into the 
sewers is, very bluntly, that the 
sewers are threatening to well up 
into our public life, ^either Wil­ 
liams nor the Partisan Republi­ 
cans have any real importance in 
and of themselves. Yet they art 
symptoms of something very im­ 
portant indeed. We do not yet hear 
open anti-Semitism on the floor of 
the United States Senate.

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THE COOKER WEIGHS 215 
popnds and must be lugged up to 
the lines by jeep or truck. It can 
be used for frying, baking or as 
an oven. 
The food, similar to C rations. 
Is prepared and cartoned in ad­ 
vance. It isn’t frozen, but it won’t 
spoil. 
As of now, the system is used to 
supply small units like gun and 
tank crews, wire stringers and 
other little groups of men who 
operate separately. 
There is enough food for five 
men for one day in each carton. 
The dried potatoes and eggs aren’t 
as awful tasting end there is .an 
extra supply of salt and pepper on 
the side if a man wants more see- 
soning. 
There is a selection of menus, 
which arc varied from day to day. 
Take breakfast. There are five 
menus. 
A man one day can expect pine­ 
apples. the next apricots, then 
peaches, cherries and fruit cock­ 
tail There also are several kinds 
of cereal, and sausage, bacon and 
ham and eggs to provide the kind 
of day-by-day variety mom served 
at home. Then, there are crackers, 
jam, milk, coffee and sugar on the 
side.

Britain Faces. Another $$ 
Crisis, Looks To Uncle Sam 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK m — Britain Is 
working up again to another dollar 
crisis. 
So far this year she had paid out 
$2 billion more for goods she buys 
from the rest of the world than she 
has got for what she sells. And 
now the United Nations Economic 
Commission for Europe reports 
British economy under a severe 
strain and calls inflation rampant 
there. , 
High British officials are expect­ 
ed in W a s h i n g t o n this week 
to see what Uncle Sam can do for 
them. 


A FEW IaN f in a n c ia l circles 
here even say they wouldn’t be 
surprised If England asked for an­ 
other dollar loan. What she is more 
likely to do is to ask for more time 
on the old loan of $3% billion made 
in 1946. First payment of $75 mil­ 
lion in Interest and $44 million on 
the principal is due next Decem­ 
ber. And many expect Britain will 
ask to waive the interest payment. 
Others think Britain will push 
for more outright economic aid. 


She was dropped from the Marshal 
plan list the first of this year be­ 
cause she was then doing so well 
and building up her gold and dollar 
reserves. That is reversed now, and 
England wants more economic aid 
from Uncle Sam. 
Britain is also expected to urge 
the commonwealth nations to agree 
to new curbs on Imports from the 
dollar countries. And this could 
bring* protests from 
American 
manufacturers who are worrying 
about signs of deflation in this 
country and want to sell more 
goods abroad. 


* LONDON’S STORY is that she 
was doing all right with her post­ 
war economic come-back until the 
United States began pushing her 
to speed up re-armament. She 
complains she has to pay too high 
a price for the raw materials and 
must divert too much of them into 
arms and not enough into goods 
to be sold on the world market. 
Re-armament is the tag the 
British hang on this latest dollar 
crisis they see coming. And once 
more they look to Unde Sam.
